And here would know what it 1s that k them here: If 

they ſay, the word and ſacraments, they are anſwered againe, that

on beſides theſe. For they go unto Corahs owne Courts,and are 
at eLbaddons conmaundement,in the things which he himſcif 
hath invented; as well as in thoſe points wherin he turneth him- 
ſelf into an Angel of light, and becommeth likethe Miniſter of 
righteouſnes . And if it be for the Word and Sacraments onely, 
that they remaine, then I truſt they wil hold it vnlawtul for them 
ſelves, or for any other tv communicate in the merchandiſe 
which is meerly whoorith and Antichriſtan, as reſorting to the 
Prelates Courts to be cenſured by them, comunicating with 
them es. ,It is the Prieſt onely or the Deacon that admi- 
niftreth the word and the Sacraments.

And the point is not what they, 
may have in theſe aſſemblies, but whether they may ſtay there 
or not, whatſoever is thereto be found?

Bur touching the word and Sacraments, which they ſeem to 


poſſefle there, I ſay that within the tents of Corab, though the Le- 
vites doteach the truth and adminiſter circumciſion , yet is not 
this thattruth or that circumciſion which hath the promiſe an- 
nexed ynto them, and therefore not that truth or thoſe ſacra- 
ments wherewith any ofthe children of God may participate as 
longas they areadminiſtred in that gainſaying Aſſemblie, Ler 
thoſe truthes which they teach and thoſe Gries which they 
adminiſter be brought out of theſe wicked tents, and brought

Thelike is to be ſaid of the truth taught, and the Sacraments 
adminiſtred in the aſſemblies of this Land :. they are abuſed 
truthes, abuſed Sacraments , even ſuch truthes, and ſuch Sacra- 
ments, as wherby Satan would draw vs to be of the confpiracie 
which is raiſed vp & mainteyned here againſt Icſus Chriſt. They 
areſuch truthes and ſuch Sacraments, as are within the tents, 
that is,ynder the juriſdiction of the kingdome of Antichriſt, ad- 
miniſtred onelyynto ſuch, as will receive the marks and badge of 
that kingdome, and ynto none other. For he that will not con- 
feſle himfelf even by his deedesto be a member of that aſſemblic 
wherinan Archbiſhop isan Officer,aLord Bihopis an Officer,a 
Chancellor is an officer,an Archdeacon is an Officer, aComiſla- 
ry is an Officer,a Preiſt is an Officer,c+c. he cannot receive them.

him. Andthe people of theſe afſemblies may eſteem of them, & 
think themſclves highly favoured, that they have them, and yer 
 Inthe mean tine have they no warrant that any fuch truthes or 
Sacraments wilbe ſan&ified vnto them , and ſono warranttore- 
ccive them. | 
|. And therfore when weſpeak ofthe word and ſacraments, we 
muſt firſt of all lay downe the promiſes of God and the comman- 
dement of God, whetby we may affure our owne ſoules that this 
word and theſe ſacraments , are ſanRified vnto vs. Be itthen 
that the word and ſacraments may be had in the afſemblies of 
this land, yet is not that the point thar we call in queſtion, bur 
whether this word, and theſe ſacraments may be had here accor- 
ding to the ordinances of God'or not otherwiſe we muſt nor re- 
ecive them, we muſt refuſe them, nor thar we are ar any time to 
reie& and refuſe the holy things of God, but that we are tore- 
ic& the abnſe of them, & to take heed that in receiving of them, 
we be not drawen to break Gods ordinances. For when we can- 
nor poſſeſ-the word and the facraments withour finne, we muſt 
notdoevil , that is, break the Lawe of our God, thar good may 
come yntovs thereof. The word is taught in rherents of Corab, 
circumcifion is adminiftred there, it is-not to betheard, not ro be 
received; and why? becauſe they who adminiſter the fame area 
.company of confpirators againft the God of Ifract; at the leaſt 
they are in thoſe tents wherof the Lord hath ſayd, (me not neare 
the tents of theſe wicked men, and rouch nothing of theirs, leaſt yee be par- 
takers m all theer ſomes . 


The caſe isthe ſame with the aſſemblies of this land: rherruth 
Is _—_ ther,theſacraments ar adminiſtred; or rather profaned, 
wewll

are dotie within the Tents not of (orab, but of the Officers 3 
members of the kingdome of Antichriſt,which ſay that Chriſt Te- 

Jrs taketh too much ypon himit he will go about to appoint by 
what Offices his owne houſe and Church ſhould be ruled. They 
are under their iuriſdigions and their Offices of whome the 
Lord hath ſaid vato vs, (omcout from among thems and touch no un- 
clean thing , for what communion hath the light ofkmy word with 
the Tents of mine enemies, the puritie of my Sacraments , with 


thoſe polluted caves and dennes. So that from theſe things this 
Argument doth ariſe;

Andtherforeas vnlavful, or rather much more ta communicate in the 
aftions of Religion, Wathin theſe aſſemblics then it Was Within the tents of 
Corah, Dathan and eAbiram. - | 


What wil be here called into queſtion, I know not: - ifrhe 

firſt men think the tents of Carab were to be approched vnto, the 
 caſewould be ſhameful, and the ignorance nor to be heard,ſcing 
theLord hath plainly inhibited the ſame, as hath bene fer down. 
Andif chis were once graunted, then hath the Lord appointed 


: his Ordinances,and his Miniſtery 1n vaine,and withour caule, {e- 


ingmen may of their owne heads appoint what Miniſtcrie they 


-think meet, and continue vnderthe ſame. Neither let it be here 
Tad that the conſpiracy of Corab prevailed not,or that there were 


not many that d therevnto. For firſt as touching the 1ait:r 


_. point, thewhole congregation were ſo affefed towards theſe fa- 
- Rious rebels, that the next day after the Lord had exerciſcd his 


fearful iudgements vpon them, the whole congregatio (Tay) ac- 
people,mea- 

ning Corah and his company, and fourteen thouſand of the peo- 
C3 ple 
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le were confumed for this their murniuring, which ſheweth- 
what harts they bare vnto (oraþ,& how likely he was to prevail 
with the whole rebellious hoaft, had not the Lord by his indge- 
ments from heaven ſtaied the iniquirie. His confpiracie continu- 
ed not1 graunt, and yet a greater, that is theconſpiracie of An- 
tichriſt againſt Chriſt Teſus hath continued now for many yeares. 
And the Lord hath ſer (orahs overthrowe for a {igne vnto there- 
bellious childre, ( eſpecially vnto the Coſpirators that ar riſen vp 
againſt Chriſt Ieſus, )thar their ruine and 'F ſhalbein a moment, 
when they little exſpe& the ſame . Itis notto be doubeed bur 
it would have prevailed and continued (ſuch was the working of 
Satan in the harts of that murmuring hoaſt) had not the Lord 
ſtayed it by the preſent ftreame of his fierie indignation, 


Neither is the conſpiracie of Antichriſt and his members to 
be thought more tollcrable then that of Corahs, becauſe the 
Lord pleadeth not againſt the ſame with his viſible indgements 
from heaven, as he did againſt the other , but wee arerather to 
learne, that what the Lord effteRed vnder the Law by his viſible 
indgements, or other outward meanes being the rudiments of 
the world, as the Apoſtle calleth the things of this nature , the 
veric ſame doth the Lord-accompliſh vnder the Goſpell againſt 
the ſonne of Perdition and his body by the ſpirit of his mouth, 
that is , by his mighty wordand the operation thereof. And 
therfore although he overthrew and diſſolved that moſt fearfull 
confſpiracie of Corah Dathan & Abiram by the arme of his dread- 


full indgementsin a moment, yet farre be it that we ſhould 


Goſpell, 


think the conſpiracie of the members of Antichriſt againſt the 
right hceire of the houſe of David, to be leſle difpleafing in the 
ſight of God , becauſe in ſome meaſure he doth and ofa long 
time hath with hd the hand of his outward iudgements from 
the ſame, as having determined vtterlie to confume and aboliſh 
that Apoſtaricall body, by no other ſpeciall meanes then by the 
brightnes of his appearing and comming inthe Miniſterie of his 
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. And therefore the Propoſition abidech firme and ſure, that if 
it was vnlawful for any to communicate in the Actions of reli- 
gion within the tents of Corah, itis much more vnlawfull for a- 
ny to do ſo within and vnder the tents of Antichriſt, the great 
and high enemy of Ieſus Chriſt. For may we not have any com- 
munion with them and their Tabernacles who ſay, e3ſoſes and 
e Aaron, you take too much upon you: & may we have fellowſhip with 
thatcampe who hath pitched a field againſt Icſus Chriſt? and 
beare both Prince and people in hand that hetaketh too much 
ypon him, in appointing who ſhall approch to miniſter in his 
preſence vnder the civil authoritie of a Chriſtian Prince? Could 


| not thechildren of God have any ſanRified uſe of the Tents of 


Corah: and may they have the ſame of the tabernacles of Anti- 
chriſt which are invented and ordeyned to the overthrow of the 
prerogative of Ieſus, who is God over all bleſſed for evermore? 
This were nothing but to account Moſes to be the Lord, that 
is, to be efteemed, reverenced, and had in eſtimation; and to rec- 
kon Chriſt Icſus execrable,thatis, baſe, contemptible,and mean, 
fuch as whoſe lawes and ordinances may be violated , caſt of, 8 


- trodenvnder foot with leſſe perill then Moſes his might, which 


no man ſpeaking by the Spirit of God can hold and avouch. 

As tothe Aſſumption , That the Pariſh aſſemblies of England 
are-under the juriſdiction of the kingdome of Antichriſt : For 
the p:oof we are'to ſer downe theſe groundes: Firſt that this 
manner of regiment by Archbiſhops , Lordbiſhops, Chancel- 
lors , Archdeacons, Commiſſaries, 1s not any civill conſtitution, 


+ but aneccleſiaſticall, as all men know . For their Courts are 


ſpirituqll Courts, and they ſpirituall Lords, and ſpirituall Ru- 


ders, deriving their offices in deed from that Spirit that ruleth in 
theaire. Next, beingeccleſiaſticall,they belong either vnto the 


true Church of Chriſt, or to ſome malignant e: but 


not to the true Church of C H R IST, for weknow that the 


LORD when he furniſhed his body with all the mem- 


bers meet for the ſame, and beſtowedall the Offices thereon, 


wherewith 


Rev.o.3. 
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wherewith itwasat any time to be indued unto his ſecond com. 


ming, appoinred no ſuchwvffices therin as theſe Locufts are. Be- 


ſides,they are a meer ſuperfluous and' curfed 'addition vntothe 
Teftament of Ieſus Chriſt, as all men that ever read the old and 
new Teſtament do know. For there are no ſuch Officers, or ſuch 
offices mentioned therin. And therfore they are the Tares which 
Satan the enemy of Iefus Chriſt fowed & brought toorth, even 
the plantes which the Lord God hath not planted, & ſo muſt be - 
and ſhalbe rooted out of his vineyard: Yea they are no other the 
the Locuſts that came out of the bottomlefle pit upon the ope- 
ning thereof by that darkened ſtarre,unto whom the key of the 
ſame pit was committed. Thirdly, belonging vnto the mali- 
gnant Church, they apperteyn cither vnto the Reachenith Pagan 
religion , or vntothe aſſemblie of Antichriſt that great Traitor: & 
enemie of Teſus Chriſt : Burt not vnto the heathen religion, for 
there are no ſuch Offices, Officers, and forme of regiment to be 
found among them. 

Wherfare they do belong vnto no other body eccleſiaſticall 
er civill, but onely vnto that apoſtaticall kingdome which aroſe 
vp,and{til continueth vnder the name of Chriſt Icſus, thar is,the 
kingdome of Antichriſt. We are able to ſhew them their origi- 
nall with our finger, and alſo all the world will beare vs witnes 
that thePopelefrrhem hereto keep poſſeſſion for him, when art 
the beginning ofherMaſties reign he was throwen out with the 
reſt of his guard, the Cardinalls, Abbots,Priors, Monks, Friers, 
ec. Further all ſocieties both eccleſiaſticall and civil can be per- 


fe& witlhouttheſe Offices, and this forme of Regiment, ſave one-= - 


ly that right and well ordered focietie of the man of finneand his 


members'. For the Charch of Chriſt may be perfe&and abſo- 


| lute without thgſe Egyptian graſhoppers: the civil Magiftracie 


may be perfe& without them: ſo may the heathen idolatrie too: 
Burt as forthe hoaſt of the Romane Antichriſt, it ſhalbe altoge- 
ther vnpertc&,maimed and wanting the cheif metnbers thereof, 
ifit want Lord Archbiſhops and Bithops,Deanes, Archdeacons, 
Chancellors, Commilſlaries, Officialls, to ſpeak nothing in _

; then Pritior on eons Andthar is, that inall the Donuni- 
ons of this her Maicſties Kingdome , all men of what eſtate 
and. condition ſoeyer they be, tremble feare before the God of 
Queen Elizabeth, becauſe he is the living God which remayneth 
for er; his kingdoms tall or perl his Dominion tals 
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everlaſting; &that whoſoever ſhall wilfully and witringlie ſpeake 
any blaſphemy, ( much more, if they ſhall preſume to take ar- 
mour againſt him as this gaineſaying generation now doth )thal-/ 
bedrawen in pieces, and their houſes be made a ſinck. Know 
my Lords,that if you ſhall do otherwiſe theſe heathen Kinges 
will accuſe you in the day of the Lord: and take heed that none 
of your aces & ſ{tarnres be found written with the bloud of the 
Saintcs. For great Babylon & her wartiours, Corah and his main=-

thority whereby. they do this,is the Ordinance of God, thoagh 
herein they highlie abuſe the ſame, and ſhall anſyere for it with- 
Out their repentance. = 
Her majeftre, &this high Court of Parliament, hath hitherto 
eſtabliſhed this Ecclefiaſticall regiment of the Kingdome of An- 
tichriſt, & this band of Conſpiratqurs againſt the Majeſtic of 
Teſus Chriſt, but thisComppiracie is one thing, the authoritic 
whereby theſame is eſtabliſhed is au&ther. The Conſpiracie 8& 
the Offices th&dF are wholy from Satan,from the Dragon, from 
the beaſt, from: the falſe prophet, out ofwhoaſe mouthes theſe 
frogges iſſued; and foto berejetted. The Civill authoritie of 
her MATIESTIE and the: Parliament wherby this treacherie(of 
overſight Itruſt) is upheld, isthe holy ordinanceof G O D, 
tr EEE orvith. 
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(notwithſtanding it failech herein) and therefore to be embra- 
ced,to be obeied ,and had in reverence : yet arethey betimes to 
redreſle the abuſe , before the Lord breake forth upon us in his 
wrath. 

And the Ordinances of Antichriſt eſtabliſhed by the lawful 
- civill authoritie, do yet continue Antichriſtian and unlawfull, 

Becauſe falſe religion,and falſe ordinances Reteine their Nature 
by what power ſoever they be eſtabliſhed. The breach of Gods 
Law is the ſame by whom ſoever it be countenanced, enacted, 
commanded. The ſtatutes of Omry, the maner-of the houſe 
of Ahab, the Damaſcene Altar , are till Idolatrous monuments 
and conſtitutions, by whomſoever they be enacted , though by 
Ezekiah, Ioſiah, or by any other the Godly Princes of Judah. 
And therefore the pretence which ſome alledge,contrary(I feare 
me) to the light of their owne knowledge, to cover their ſubmil- 
fion unto the forenamed Antichriſtian ordinances; that Arch- 
biſhops, and Biſhops, Chancellors ,Commiſſaries &&c.which her 
Majcſties Lawes do allowe , are become civill conſtitutions and 
not eccleſiaſticall,is altogither vaine and frivolous, 

For firſt no part of Poperie was ever impoſed upon us to be 
received of any the ſubjects of this Land, but what her Majeſties 
Predeceſſors the o_ and Princes ofthis Land did by Law c- 
natamong their Subjectes. | 

Againe, her Majeſtie doth eſtabliſh this as an eccleſiaſtical 
power, and not as any civill. Thirdly being an Antichriſtan Con- 
ftirution in it ſ{clfe, the power of man enacting the ſame cannot 
make it to be otherwiſe. Breifely, Maſſe,or any their Heathen 
Ordinances being enacted by Civil authoritic may by this rea- 
ſon befrequented allo, as being a civil thing, and not any Anti- 


chriſtian ordinance. And therefore men cannor better them- | 


ſelves by this jugling. i; 

This whol Antichriſtian band in the time of Poperie, did not 
onely withſtand Teſus Chriſt in the poin& of the outward offices, 
being the extremitie of Corahs ſinne, but alſo denied him the 
preferment to lodge any wiſe in the heartes of any men _ 
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theſe Tentes. Nay theſe Tentes inthoſe daies were nothing elſe 
but a receptacle of all the inventions which Satan could £riſe 
for the diſhonour of Icſus Chriſt, 

In conſideration whereof, her Majeſtie, and the ſtate thought 
they had done well that they emptied thoſe tentes of the greateſt 
part ofthe fearfull abhominations remayning in them , over- 
threwe ſome of them ,as the Papacie, the Cardinalſhip , Mon- 
kery &c. and planted the moſt of the veſſels of the houſe of 
God,that is the greateſt part of the doctrine of the truth in them: 
but the Tents and the Confſpiracie ſtill remaine in as dire& a ſort 
againſt the glorie of God as that of Corah was ; Nay by all this 
clenſing & emptying(although we unfeighnedly praiſe our God 
for the (ame , and confeſſe it to have been a great v_ the 
havenot as yet brought them into that puritie, and that ſound- 
nes of Religion, that the Tents of Corah were in, as itwill eali- 


|  lieappeareunto any that will conſider,that Corab {trave with Mo 


ſes but touching the Office of the Prieſthood onely , whereas 
theſe men overthrowe the whole face of the Church of Chriſt, 
perſecute the Truth, and maintayne publikly many horrible 
finnes (whereat {orah would have bluſhed,)as the Idoll-preiſt- 
hood, non-reſidencie,the deſcending of Chriſtinto H<ll after he 
gave up the ghoſt upon the Croſle, and had ſaid All Was finiſhed. 
But touching the Authoritie of the civill power and particu- 
larly of her rightexcellent Majeſty;I am inthis place,for the ſtop- 
ping of all ſclaunderous mouthes, who have or would report 0- 
therwiſe of me, inforced to ſet downe what I hold and beleeve 
according to the word of God. | 
Idotherefore here acknowledge her Mejcſties Sovercigntie 
and regall Authoritie to be the Ordinance of the God of Hea- 
yen,whereunto all perſons without exceptio within her Realmes 
and Dominions are to be ſubje& & to yeeld obedience in-the 
Lord, not only for feare of puniſhment , but even for conſcience 
ſake, becauſe her forenamed authoritie & power, is derived from 
the King of Kings ,even the Lord Ieſus , who hath all power 1 
heaven and earthin his owne handes. 


Idoec alſo arouch that no forreigne power, Prince ,porentate, 
My. or Rate, 
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_ orſtatehath, or poſſiblie can have, any authoririe, within the 
Territories of her dominions, over any perſon, orin any cauſe, 


fave onely what by ſpecial graunt he deriveth from her,and her 


Roiall Lawes. 

' Herforeſaid authoritie T acknowledge to ſtretch it felfe, not 
oncly over all perſons, within her Dominions , but alſo over all 
cauſes as wel eccleſiaſtical as civil in ſuch fort,as nothing is to be 
eſtabliſh:d among her fubicas,c1ther in cccleſiaiticall or civilcaue- 


{cs,publikly or privately, but what belongeth vnto her power to. 


correc&,order,& ena according vnto the written word of God, 

nd the rules of common cquirie and iuſtice . So that, it 
doth no whit infringe her royal power and authoritie, to de. 
ny that ihz hath any warrant, any power,any ſword, granted her 
of God to c{tablith either falſe Reliflon, falſe & Antichriſtian or. 


dinances, or yet any other vnwarrantable, or vninſt conftitautio, 


Yet, if of overſight ſhe hath impoſed any ſuch thing ypon 
her ſubicRs , and inflicted a penaltic ypon them for not obeying 
that wherto they cannot yeeld any ſubmiſſi0 without the breach 
of Godslawe,I hold it to bethe dury of private men to ſuffer pa- 
tiently the ſtroke of her ſword , and in no wiſeto withſtand the 
power thereof , either by open force, or ſecret practiſes, but on 
ly to betake themſelves and their cauſe vnto the Lord God, car. 


neitly defiringhim , to paſſe by het overſight , and to encline | 


her heart and hand to embrace and mainteyue his trurh,and to 
ſuppreſſe all falſhood , violence, and oppreſſion. 

Now if her Maieſtic and this high Court, require of vs that 
we reſort vnto the publick aſſemblies of the land, and fo to enter 
(as hath ben ſhewed) into the rents of the Antichriſtian band, & 
continue therein : Tanſwer againe , that this is againſt the wrir- 
ten word of God,and therfore that her Maieſtie hath no power, 


no authoritie from the Lord to require this at our hands. We 


are puniſhed for it: we anſwer againe that the {word is given for 
our wealth, and not for our hurt, that it ought not to be drawen 
againſt ys for well doing : yet we pacientiy,and quietly bear the 
ſtroke, we darenotreſiſt, wedare nor rebel againſt the Powers; 
Nay, we intreat our God day and night tor the proſperity other 
Maieſties crowne, deſiring him in mercy to paſſe by this blemiſh 
of her government, and not to lay it to her charge;carneſtly cra- 


yingthat her eyes and the eyes of your Honours may be opencd- 
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Gſce onrinnocency, and the truth wherein weftand, admoni. 
thing both Her, and you, that although we for our parts knowe 
our ſelves bound even in nature to pacific the hard dealing ofour 
Prince and country towards vs by {uffring, and bearing of their 
iniurtes,as we would do our parents,thatyerthe Lord God who 
zudgeth without reſpe& ofperſos,is an avenger of al ſuch things. 
In re ſpe& wherof, wedare notbut endeayour to the uttermoft 
of our power to pull her and you from this conſuming fire of his 
Judgements that hang over your heads even for the maintenance 
ofthis Antichriſtian merchandiſe within this Land , much more 
for purſuing ys, that will not trafique and intermedle with the 
id wares, | 
Hitherto I have ſhewed the Pariſh-aſſemblies of the Land, to 
| beofa moſt feareful conſpiracie, againſt Teſus Chriſt, and there- 
fore to be diffolved by your Honours,and avoided in the meane 
time, by all the Servants of Chriſt. But I would this prehemi- 
nence, that theſe forreigne Romiſh Captaines have over them, 
were the only thing which maketh them ynclean vnto the Saints 
of God. Their caſc in the next place then is now to be conſide- 
red,for the ynderſtading wherof Iam to ſet down theſe groids 
following. | 
$. That as the Lord hath appointed his word and trueth ro be 


taught, his Sacraments to be adminiſtred, and the holy Order - 


appointed by himſelf to be kept in his houſe and body;ſo he hath 
ordeyned a Power and authorrtie, that is,cerraine offices, by ver- 
tue whereof theſe things are to be done . 

3. Next, that Chriſt Ieſus , being the head ofhis Church, hath 
all fulnes of power, preheminence & authority dwelling in him- 
KI, in ſuch ſort as his body and ſpouſe is to ſubmit her ſelf unto 
no power inreligion ſave onely yntothat power which is derived 
from him thart is her head.So that,as the Church is to receive no 
doarines,nofacraments, no order, but what the Lord hath ape 
pointed to be in his houſe; fo alſo hee hath forbidden his ſaid 
Church to receive & be ſubie& vntoany power & authority fave 
onely unto the power which is derived fro the head therof. For 
tis no lefſe derogatory vnto the Majeſty of Chriſt Teſus for the 
Church to ſubmit her ſelf ynto the power of another head, 

- though _— the truth with it, then to receive the falſe 
| dofinncsand if Ecrqmcars of ſame other Religion ns 
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3. Thirdly, that Satanin bringing the myſterie of iniquity to 
light, and in advancing the ſonne of perdition into his chaire 
of peſtilence , did nor onely appoint falſe Sacraments,falſe wor. 
ſhip , bur alſo a falſe head, and a falſe power,that 1s, falſe Offices, 


T 


by vertue wherof, both thoſe things were to be done, as alſo the 


Lords true inſtitutions and ordinances were to be violated._in 
the Antichriſtian Synagogue. 

4- That thoſewho preach the truth,adminiſter the ſacraments 
of baptiſme, and the Lords ſupper,and none other, by vertue of 
any of the falſe offices invented and rereyned in the kingdome 
of the Romane Antichriſt , derive their power wherby they doe 
theſe things from Antichriſt and not from Chriſt Icſus. And 
therfore that ſuch working by vertue of a falſe power is not to be 
received of the church of Chriſt. 

Now to come to the Pariſh-aſſemblies of this land, admit that 
eA/RCH BISHOPS, LORD BISHOPSec. bare no 
ſuch rule & authority over them as now they do, and that there 

were none but Preachersin them,yet wedemaund of theſe Prea- 
©{ chers by whatauthoritie they preach, baptize &<c, thatis, we de- 
mand what office they have ſo to do? whether this office of theirs 
bean office derivedfro Chirſt Teſus, or a power lefthere by An- 
tichriſt. I ſay, that whatſoever they do, they doe the ſame by ver- 
Tue ofan Antichriſtian power, office, and calling, & none other, 
That is, they do itcither as they are Deacons,Preiſts,or as having 
2 priviledged immunitie, licence, and diſpenſation countervey- 
ling a Deaconry or a Preiſthood . I adde this priviledged Li- 
ceaſe ,becauſe ſome one among ten thouſand (it may be )being 


neither Preiſt nor Deacon, by vertue ofa Licenſe from his Ordi- 


. narie doth ſerve a cyre, Yet (if there be any ſuch) they are not 
capable of any charge, and what they do, they do it by ys po 
 werofthe beaſt. And here becauſe Ideale ina matter offaR, 
-I call but daylight,and common ſenſe to decide this whole con- 

troverſie which is conteyned in theſe two points .. _ 
I. Whether at the expelling of the Pape out of this Land; by her 


 Haieit ies lawes, the Popiſh offices of Preifts and Deacons Were 7 
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alfo ont of the Pariſh-aſſembbes, or reteyned? T 

2. Whether at theſume tyme, or ſithence, any of the true offices of 
the Church of Chriſt, Were mituuted and ordeyued in the Pariſh-2ſ- 
ſemblies of the Land? 

The caſe is cleere, that the Popiſh offices , of Preiſts and Dea- 
cons were reteyned, and that the offices,of Chriſts kingdome 
were not reſtored. And it is by vertue of the Popiſh oftices of 
the Preiſthood, and Deacontie, that the whole worſhip of God 
;s performed, or rather polluted , and prophaned in all the Ai. 
ſemblies of this Land: for the proofe whercof, I cull not onelie 
her Myeſtie, her lawes, and this high Court of Parliament to 
witnes, bur alſo the cheifeſt maintciners of the parzſh-Afſemblies, 
namely,the forwardeſt Preachers of the Land, who in times paſt 
confefled( whatſoever they do now)rhat the offices of Chriſt 
were not planted, and therefore labcured toher Majzſhie, and 
the Parlement to have them eftablith?4 in thepariſh aflemblies. 

Inregard of her Majeſtics l2wes, the caſcis cleere, that the 
State then being led by theſight of our fathers in king EdWards 
daies, accounted the popiſh Church to be the Church of Chriit, 
though corrupt, popith offices of Biſhops, Preiſtes,and Deacons 
to be the offices of the Church of Chriſt, and therfore retained 
them, for ſo we finditſer downe in the bovke of ordering Bi- 
_ and Preiſtes made in King E4waxdes time, and eſtabliſhed 
by her Myeſtes Lawes, as the ground & rule whence, and 2ccor- 
ding to the which all the Miniſeriall ofices of the parith mee- 
tings, yea of the whole Land muſt be ſquared. The book fairh, 


| Thatitis evident to all men d:ligentlie reading the hohe ,, ,y. p,.. 
Scripture, andthe auncient anthors, that from the Apoſtfes time g,., - 


there have bene theſe orders of Miniſters in the Church of Chriſt, 
Biſhops, Preiftes, & Deacons. And therfore ( iaith the booke } 
to the intent that theſe orders ſhould. be ſtil continued, reverent- 
lie uſed, 8 eſteemed inthe Church of Fngland it is requiſite that 
no man (not being at that preſent, Biſhop, Preiſt, or Deacon) 
ſhould execute any of them, except he be tried,examined, & ad- 
gutted, according to this booke. | FS 

| & Again, 
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Again, no man in this Land can take a fpiritnall-livins,either 
pemgs Viowags, Curatſhip, but by vertue of this Preiſthood, 
Deaconrie, or a Popith licence equiyalent unto this Preiſthood, 
ſo thatif a Preacher be beneficed, the ſame day that he denieth 
his licence, his Preiſthood, his Deaconrie, "is he alſo deprived ſo 
faTo if it pleaſe his Ordinarie, and another may preſentlie con- 
veigh himſelfe into his livingif itwere worth millions of gold. 
Nay whoſoever hebe that wil caſt of theſe Popiſh orders, he is 
but ameere lay or private man, and ſo not capable of anie office 
in anie of the aſſemblies of this land: for ſo bh Majeſtics lawes, 
to wit, the foreſaid book doth conclude, that theſe offices were 
evermore had in that reverend eſtimation that no man by his 
owne private authoritie might preſume to execute any of them, 
and conſequentlie, that all men ſhould be called'to the order 
of the Preiſthood, Deaconrie, Prelacie, according as this book 
doth allow. He that is made a Miniſter in ſom reformed Church 
+ beyond the Seas, is not capable of the Cure of a pariſh afſemblie 
in this land, except he ſhall receive a Deaconnie, & a Preiſthood 
after the order of our land,and yet he that receiveth orders in 
Romeis correſpondent , and anſwerable unto the pattern of 
our Deaconrie and Preiſthood, and ſo capable to buy &fſel,that 
is , to executeany publike funQion. 

They are knowen caſes,that he who received his Preiſthood or 
Deaconry in King Heme the 8 his dayes, isa Preiſt & a Deacon 
under King Edward, Queene Marie,& Queene Elſabeth, by ver- 
tueof the ſame orders, and he preacherh(it he can preach) being 
licenſed therunto, in King Hemie, King Edward, Queen: Mari, 
& Queen Ehſabeth their dates, by vertue of the ſame Preiſthood: 
for the office is the ſame, as both-the booke, andeverieman for 
the moſt part,doth accountit. He that hath received but promane 
ronſuram,in King Henrie the VIII.or Queen Adearies daies, being 
the firſt ſtepp of this abhominable order, may by lawe performe 
thoſe things under her Majeſtie which no lay man (as they call 
him)muſt preſume to take in hand. This caſe being cleer & appa- 
rant, if it be now demaunded, why wee will not heare the _ 

: taught 


- 
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raught by the preachers of the land, why we wil not receive ho 


 Facramentesat their hands, we anſwere, that this. we refuſe ro 


do, becauſe we muſt not ſubmit or conſciences,ourſoules and 
bodies, being the temples of the holy Ghoſt,to be wrought ups, 
ro be ſat in,unto any power in religion,ſaveonlyunto the power 


_ which is derived from our head Icſus Chriſt: We anſiver that 


our head and Maiſter having all power dwelling in him, hath 
this peculiar intereſtin vs being his members, that he onely muſt 
fitin our Conſciences by his ordinances. This intereſt of his he 
will not communicate with any creature,and therefore wee dare 
not though weſhould ſuffer a thouſand deathes,to transferre the 
ſameunto anie, ſave unto himſelfe alone, and tojoine with the 
popiſh afſemblies of the Land. If the preachers do ſecke 7 E- 
SUS CHRIST and his honour by their preaching, they wil 
begin firſt with a lawful calling and office; they wil derive their 
powet from him by verrue of the offices that he ordeined in his 
word. When they ſhall do this, & walk according to thedoctritic 
which is according unto godlines, wee will be the moſt willing 
tojoinewith them, the moſt glad to hear them, and to comuni- 
cate with them, & everie way to reverence them as the Miniſters 
of Ieſus Chriſt, In the meane time,let them nut wonder that we 
hold this for undoubted truth, namely, 

T hat Whoſoever he be that fitteth tm the temple of God that is,Worketh 
wpon the conſciences of men,by vertue of an Antichriftian powver, office, 
and calling, he is an Antichriſtian Minter, whatſoever truth he bring- 
eth with him. | 

The trueth which fuch Miniſters do teach, is but the bair 
whereby Satan in his myſticall deluſion & powerfull ſubtilties 
hideth the falſe power, by meanes whereofhee in his ordinances 
ruleth over thoſe that otherwiſe would yeeld him no ſubjeRion, 
none obedience, When he cannot utter his ordinances by fal{c- 
hood, heis glad to make them awaie by meanes of the truth. 

And heruleth in the conſciences of men,nor onely by falſe 
doctrine, but alſo by his falſe power and ordinances. His king- 


dome ofdarknes conſiſteth not onelicin the lies, and falſe doc- 
E 2 .rrine 


conſciences to 
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trine and worſhip which he hath coined, but alſo in the fatfe 


and Antichriſtian ordinances which he hath invented for the ru © 


ling of his Idolatrous denne.. And therefore the children and 
Saintes of God avoyd both. the one, and the other, We owe him 
none obedience in either of them : and farre be it, even farre be 
ic, I ay, that wethould finne fo treacherouſlie againſt our Lord & 
Muſter, and ſo greivouſlie againſt our owne ſoules to be ſubje& 
unto Satan in either of them, ſcing by the moſt precious bloud 
$61 9 leſus,and by the power of his croſse and reſurre&ion we 
have bene ſet free from all ſpirituall bondage whatſoever. 

Satan could not reigne in this land, by theſe his forenamed 
ordinances, if hz brought not truth with him , &it is no marveil 
that he bringeth trueth unto us, rather then loſe his kingdome. 
He caa tranſtorme hinfelfe we knoyye into an Angell of light, 

'but vve muſt not receiv him orhis merchadiſe, v vhat glaſſe ſoever 
he caſteth over them; orin vvhat vveed ſoever he cloth him(clfe. 
And therecforeletit not be thought vvonderful, that vve reje& 
that preaching, thoſe Sacrameuts, and thoſe Miniſters, that by 
their preachi "g, miniſterie,, and ſacraments vvould dravveour 
e ſubje& unto the poyyer of Satan. | 
Nay rather vve may vyonder vvith aſtoniſhment hovy they dare 
preſume to miniſter before Ieſus Chriſt, in the garments, vveeds, 
and offices of the Locuſtes of the bottomles pit : hovy they dare 
preſſe to offer before the God of Iſrael, being ſtrangers from the 
Tabernacle by vertue of their office. It vyas a poſitive lavy under 
Moſes. that the ſtranger not being of the line of Aaron, yea, or 
not called to the holie office, thar vvould intermedle vvith the 
office of the Preiſt, ſhould dy the deith forit. Much more if he 
vvere an Eckronitith oran Aſhdodean Preiſt in his office, And is 
not this man vyorthie of more honour then Moſes? his ordina- 
ces to be yet more reverenced then Moſes his vvere? Oh then 
vvaata Garfiil preſumption is it for the Preachers of this land (I 
peak nothing all this vvhile of the Idol-rcaders, the Prelates, 
che Comiſlaries, the Chancellors, the Deanzs, the Archdeacons 
$c)to take his vyord in their mouthes, his Sacramentes in their 
; ? 
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hands, & to miniſter in his ſight being not Aſhdodeans,or Eck 
ronitiſh, but Antichriſtian Preiſts ( which is more horrible) by 
yertue of their office & calling. | 

The ſenſible preſidents of Gods fearefull indgements upon 


. Corah, and the two hundred & fiftie Captaynes of the Congre- 


gation (being men that held and taught (ſuch of them as were 
teachers ) as many points of truth , as our preachers can hold or 
teach, time & time being counted together. The fretting & con- 


. fuming leprofie of K. Uzzzah are written for their inſtruction & 


ours, that they ſhould not preſumeto intermedle with the holy 
things of God, eſpecially by vertue of a falſe & Antichriſtia office. 

If it be here {aid rhat we haye nothing to do what office they 
have, ſo they preach the truth, I anſwer that this is it which Sa- 
tan would have, to wit, that his ordinances, his power, his Mi- 
niſterie, ſhould be received of vs without any ſcruple or doubt 
what we do therby. Graunt him this once, and he wil ſoon 0- 
verthrow all religion . I have ſhewed before, that a good conſci- 
ence will beginne with a lawfull calling and office, eſpecially in 
this holy work ; and therfore if men have not forgotten to be a- 
ſhamed, let them not uſe this graceleſlſe uncolourable ſhift any 
longer to juſtifie their uneven walking . For if their outvvard © * 


 officeand calling wil not abide the fire of the word, they are but 


wolvesand vſurpers whoſoever they be. And ifthey beathamed 
or think themſclves too good to derive their oftice, authoritie, 
and power from TIeſus Chriſt, the Church of Chriſt and every 
member therof ought to be aſhamed and afraid toreceive them; 
Nay the Church cannot receivethem , without high treaſon a- 
gainſt the head thereof Chriſt Ieſus, vnto whoſe power alone we 
muſt ſubmit our ſelves , for we have none other head but him, 
and therfore wil acknowledge no other power but his to have 
authoritie to work vpon our conſciences . | | 

They know what penaltie was to be executed vpon him under. 
Moſes, that ſpakein the name of other Gods unto that people: 


how darc they then go about to thruſt us away fro the Lord our 
| E 3 God. 
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God who hath redeemed us from the power of the grave, and. : 


co bring us into ſubjeRion unto the ordinances of that godleſſe 
Mauzzzm? no they not know,that,that Chriſt is notatrue Chriſt 
but an Antichriſt whatſoever truth he teacheth, whatſoever mi- 


racles he worketh, which cannot prove his outward office and . 


' calling unto us out of the written word of God?Whar Miniſters 
"then canthey be but Antichriſtia, whoſe office & calling cannor 
derive the genealogie therof out of the ſame booke of the writ- 
ren, undoubred veritie? S 0 
Chri#t Ieſzs telleth us that the Scriptures are they which teſtifie 
ofhim, that his powercven topreachz and not his preaching 
onelie, is, inthe vcrie conſcience of his adverſaries from heaven 
and not from men; Hee tooke not the honour of his ofticeunto 
him ſelfe, buthe that ſaid unto him this day have [ begotten thee, 
gaveit him, as the Apoſtle teacheth. John Baprilt confirmeth his 
office out ofthe written word, namely, that he was that voice of 
him that crieth in the wildernes , whereof the Prophet Jſay had 
foretold the Church.The holy Apoſtles confirme their office out 
of the written word. For they wil not onelie prove that they 


preach nothing but thetruth , adminiſter no ſacramentes ſave 
the true ſacramentesonely , butalſo wil ſhewe that they derive 


the power & authority to do this from him who hath all power 

in his hand, thatisfrom Jeſus; who did not onely inſtru them 

what trueth the Church was to receive, but alſo gave them a 

Comiſſion to do the ſame from his owne mouth in ſaieng Go yee 

therefore ec. Nay they durſt not preſume to chooſe any to ſupplic 

the roome of Judas among them, except they had beneableto 

bring the warrant of the written word for their ground, that 

an office was yoid in the houſe of God, and that another was to 
ſapplicthart roome. Pawthe Apoſtle is able to proue his office 
unto us out of many places of the written word. The Spirit ofGod 
teſtifieth that he is an Apoſtle of « ms Chriſt not at his own hand, 
but by the wil of God, What wil'the Preachers of our time then 
Hay for them ſelves,why they ſhould not do the like? Many of 
them go about to deceive them ſelves & the ſumple people byow 
| place 
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place of Paul, Tee are theſeale of mine ApoFF/:ſhip. We have called 


many( ſay they). But by vertue of what office, ſay wee. If they 


. allege, we have nothing to do to examine that,truth, nay comon 


ſenſe wil anſwerethem, that then they are wicked intruders; that 


- theyare Lawlefſe thecves; that they-are falſe Prophets; nay thar 


they are Anabaptiſts, and thatwe may know them by this bitter 


preſumptuous fruite which cometh out of their mouthes. For, 


wil they preſume to take the word of Jeſus Chriſt in their mouths, 


tointcrmedle with his Sacramentes, to rule in his houſe; and' 


wil they not thewe us how they come in, by what office they doe 
theſe things? wil they under pretenſe of an inwardpower, bragge 
of an outward office, nay exempt themſelves from the charge of 
of an office in the houſe of God, under the vaile of their outward 
giftes; and ſo breake into the ſame, in ſteed of entring in at the 
doore? Wee deteſt their Anabapriſtrie. But to anſwer the word 
abuſed by them, Pal was an Apoſtle, and had his office 
thereunto, before ever heſaw the Corinthians, yea, he had his 
office from Jeſus Chrift before ever he preached. This office of his 
he proverth into us by the written word, although he was in no 
wil to receive the ſame his office from the Church. Now if the 
Corinthians or any other whom he had called unto the obedi- 
ence of the Goſpell ſhould by the inſtigation of the falſe Apoſtles 
call his office into queſtion, under the: pretenſe that they knew 
not whether he ſpake true in affirming that Chriſt with his own 
mouth appointed him thereunto, becauſe he was not able to 
produce any witneſſes ofthis Commiſſion ny as the reſt of the 
Apoſtles were; Paul anſwereth this, that they were an evident 
ſeale oſhis office; and as touching any calling from men, hewas 


not to receive it. They were (Iſay) the ſcale of his Apofieſhip, 


For he was made conſpicuous amongſt them, by fignes, by won-- 

ders, by doing cf miracles, They were by his Miniſterieindued 

with the giftes of healing, of miracles, of propliecie;of ſtrange 

tongues, and in theſe things inferiours unto no Church. So that 

although they would nor beleeve his teſtimonie of himſelfe, & 

the witneſſe which Luke in the written word giveth of _ | 
PE” ye 
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of his office was he to bring none, beſides his owne teftimony 
warranted by the written word, & the great powerof the Spirit 
accompanying his Miniſterie in a powerfull ſort, For a calling 
unto this office of his by the Church was he to receive none. 
Now,are the Miniſters of our Parithes Apoſtles? When ſaw they 
Iiſus Chrift then?when ſpake he with them?what miracle can they 
work, whar ſtrange tongues which they ſtudied not can they 
ſpake? whom have they healed? whom have they indued with 
theſe rare giftes? why take they the polluted calling of the Preiſt- 
hood, or Deaconry from men? If they be not Apoſtles, they 
muſt notonely ſhew us their gifts , butalfo what oftice they have 
in the Church to execute the ſame. Thinke they to refuſe and 
caſt of the calling and order of God in his Church, by bragging 
cf their operations ? If they think themſelves bound to take 
an oftice of the Church, as their Preifthood ſheweth they do, 
why will they not have us toturne over the booke of their gene- 
alogie,that we may ſee whether they be of that line of Aaron, or 
of the houſe of Corah? Whereas they bragge of calling and ope- 
ning the cies of any, I wouldlearn whereto they have called 
them? to be Chriſtians?to the Church of Chriſt? they will nor 
{Ihope ) ſay that the people were unchriſtianed Panims; that 
the Pariſhes were no Churches, before they came aniong them, 
Whence then have they called the people? out of the tentes of 
Corah?our of the kingdom of Antichniſt?why, both they & their 
people continue their ſtill. And yfthey ſay they havetarghrthem 
many truethes, which they knew not; ſo may the Papiſt-prea- 
chers ſay too. 
And if they have furniſhed them with any of the giftes of the 


Spirit, they dothereby but deck and adcorne a ſtrumper in ſteed 
ot the trueſpouſe of Chriſt, with the Tewels of the ſpouſe.” And: 


thercfore if they wrought any knowledge in their people, let that 


be manifeſted by bringing them out of thele Conipiring Tentes,

et theſe moſt excellent , rare , & ſupernatural] giftes wherewith 
he had furniſhed them, were a ſufficient ſeale unto their conſci.. 
ences that he was the great Apoſtle of /eſus ChrifF.Other witneſles 
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- irasourLordand maiſter Chriſt Icſus did. 1f by apower coming 
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{eſtie , or Counſile, by what authoritie he (at om the 


os & deathes of maleFactors, by whar aithoritiched 


ns, ſhould anſirer, that he did nothing, but what was be- 
oofull and needfull for rhe Rate: which ſh:weth not his autho- 


porn warrants to call inandtorcſtreineryotous and vagrant 


-  ritie power &officewhereby he intermedlerh with theſe things, 


butrather giveth evidence againſt himſclfe, that heis a-lawlefſe 
intruder, and fo in danger of the penaltic of her lawes and her 
igh diſpleaſure. The like is the courſe of theſe 


Afftranger buficth himſelfeinthe Princes Court inthoſe thinges 
which are necdfull to be done abour the Princesroiall perſon, or 


otheryiſe. The Prince eſpicth him, and demaundetrh who placed 
himyin office,how he durſtpreſume ro come in preiies ofpocially 
ſonecrevntothechaire of {tate without ſpeciall leave and licenſe: 
The ſtranger anfwereth, thathe doth nothing but whar is meere, 
lawful, and atfoweable tobe done, & as for his office,the Prince 
isnottoreſpeRtthar;ſcing no evil is comitred, whatſoever it a 
be ps ter ts done, or how dangerousſoever the preſt- 
dent be-yntothe Princes roiall ſtate and perſan.
